“The Jitney Has Come to 
Stay” According to Ver­ 
dict of Loyal Champions 


The Jitney is all right and has come 
to stay! At least th at was the verdict 
of the Congregational Brotherhood at 
the m eeting last evening after listen­ 
ing attentively to the debate on the 
question, "Resolved, that, the Jitney is 
t,he m ost satisfactory form of public 
transportation." 
Supper was served a t ti:30 o’clock 
by the Amphion Circle, at the close of 
which President A. J. Perkins called 
the m eeting to order and a fter the 
transaction of some business, the de­ 
bate began. 
The affirmative was sus­ 
tained by T. B. Kolley and F. C. Row­ 
land and the negative by L. K. Strong 
and D. G. Cole. Botli sides were loaded 
for bear. 
Mr. Kelley in opening for 
the affirmative defined the jitney as 
“a motor bus of any kind, including a 
Ford, th at charged a five- cent fare.” 
He described the rapid growth of the 
jitney and predicted that it is Just at 
t,he beginning of its career. 
Kansas 
City is the mast jitneyized city in the 
United States. 
The Jitneys there op­ 
erate on a regular schedule and car­ 
ry 50,000 people a day. He grouped 
the points in favor of the jitney under 
four heads: 
Convenience; Rapidity; 
Inexpensive Operation; Relief of Con­ 
gested Street Car Traffic 
in 
Large 
Cities. 
The opposition comes mainly 
from invested capital, but he predicted 
that eventually 
the 
jitney 
service 
would be taken over by responsible 
corporations. 
L. K. Strong in opening for the neg­ 
ative, thought there was a tendency to 
look at the question with reference 
to more favored localities, 
such 
as 
California, and not to take into consid­ 
eration 
conditions 
throughout 
the 
country as a whole and under all sea­ 
sons of the year. 
There are seasons of the year in 
the eastern cities when 
the 
jitney 
cannot operate successfully. The trol­ 
ley is always dependable, and it would 
be a m istake to allow the jitney to 
run out the trolley car. 
In case of 
severe storm s the trolley and steam 
lines offer advantages that the jitney 
cannot tarnish.
